Torrance and Lomita people who 
were in Santa Barbara durlni? the 
recent earthquake are returning to 
their homes, telling of many har­ 
rowing experiences In the Ill-fated 
city. 

Miss Ethel Lay, vico-prlncipal of 
the Torrance Elementary School, 
and Miss Mabel Ella Brown, teach­ 
er in the foreign language room 01 
the High School, had driven to 
Santa Barbara Sunday to break In 
a new automobile which Miss Lay 
had Just purchased. They were 
guests at the Colorado Hotel, which 
was destroyed when It was .rocked 
by the earth tremors. 

Miss Lay was on the fourth floor 
of the hotel when the quake came 
The shock tore out the front of the 
building. 

With her roommate, Miss Mabel 
Ella Brown, she quickly dressed

perilous height. 
BREAKS THROUGH

After waltlne for half an hour, 
"which seemed like a lifetime." 
Mien Lay explained. In the rock- 
Ing, -creaking building, she broke 
through the wall with a chair Into 
an adjoining room nnd climbed 
down a drain plpo to the, second 
floor. Just as she was clambering 
over the floor edpre to take UT> her 
perilous descent to the floor below 
a severe shock came, tore her loose, 
and threw her two stories below 
Into a pile of debris. 

She escaped, however, -with only 
a few bruises and a sprained foot. 

"There were no deaths or serious 
Injuries to guests at the Colorado 
hotel," Mtss Lay declared today. 
"The building was twisted and torn 
aArt, with the whole front out to 
tlv ocean. Many had minor bruises 
ami Bcratchoa, but none was serl- 
lusly hujt- 

"I was awakened by a great roar. 
It sounded like a (treat roar of 
 frves. I arose quickly, but was 
olrown off ray feet by the swaying 
of the building. Dressers and beds 
careened crailly about the room," 
said Miss Lay. 

BELLBOYS HEROES 
But there was no hysteria, no 

needless running to and (TO, she 
explained. The guests acted quietly 
and assisted others. 

"The bellboys were heroes," Miss 
Lay declared.- "They performed real 
acts of heroism In rescuing guests 
trapped high in the rooms. And 
they took no tips. 

"I offered a boy J10 to get my 
suitcase. He got it, but just smiled 
and sold: 'Lady, I take tips when 
we are going the other way and 
Lady Luck travels with us  not 
when/we are traveling' this way."

Mrs. Ellen McKela and Miss El­ 
len McKcla, mother and sister of 
Mrs. Ed Huddleston of Torrance, 
were In their home at 224 Cottage 
Grove Avenue In Santa Barbara, 
Just two blocks from State Street, 
where practically every building 
was crumpled, when the quako oc­ 
curred. 

Mist) McKela was In bed when 
the first shock was felt. The fur­ 
niture shifted In the room and she 
ran for the door ,but before she 
reached U them came another 
tremor and In her amazement she 
could not find the door. In a 
moment her young brother, John, 
had the door open and they went 
outdoors, where they were joined 
by their mother and an infant 
nephew, all of whom were in the 
McKela home at the time ot the 
quake. All escaped without Injury. 
Aside from the rearrangement of 
the (urnlturo and the breaking of 
glasswaru. there apparently was no 
damage to their homr, tmid Ml.is 
McKela.

Attorney for Ex-Chief Anderson 
Killed by Earthslide; Former 

Lomita Bank Man in Party
John L. Richardson, whom Tor­ 

rance people will remember as one 
of the attorneys for former Police 
Chief B. M. Anderson in the An- 
deraon - Morewood' extortion case, 
was killed In an earthsllde on the 
Kern River Saturday night. 

In the samo party with Rich­ 
ardson were ,Mr. and Mrs. Frank 
S. Aregood. 'Mr. Aregood was for­ 
merly president of the Lomita 
State Bunk. 

Details of the earthsllde wihlch 
resulted In the deaths Saturday 
night of Attorney John L. Rich­ 
ardson and Mrs. Cora DeSilva of 
Los Angeles were related by Will- 
am V. Anderson, law partner of 
the dead man and member of the 
ill-fated fishing party at Richard­ 
son's cabin on the North Fork of 
the Kern River. 

There were two parties, Mr. and 
Mrs. Jfeank S. Aregood, Mr. and 
Mrs. JTTies W. Aregood, Joseph M. 
Aresoou. and Mrs. DeSilva in one, 
which arrived at the camp Tues­ 
day. Richardson and Anderson 
were in the other, arriving Thurs­ 
day. The two parties met for 
lunch Saturday about four miles 
above the cabin, then separated 
to fish, Richardson going up, the

others downstream. All the party 
except Mrs. DeSilva, who stopped 
to rest, and Richardson, who was 
still fishing, arrived at the cabin 
late in the afternoon. 

When Richardson and Mrs. De­ 
Silva had not appeared at 9 p. m., 
Anderson took lights and searched 
for them. At tho site of the slide 
ho found Richardson's feet and 
part of Mrs. DeSllva's body pro­ 
truding, and had to flee for his 
life us a new slide started. After 
reaching tho cabin he got Ed 
Bent, a mountaineer, and the .nialc 
members of the party, and re­ 
turned. It was necessary to dis­ 
lodge several tons of earth to com­ 
plete the work of the slide before 
it was deemed safe to dig for the 
bodies. 

KILLED BY TREE 
Richardson, it was found, had 

been killed by a tree, which struck 
him In the back, and Mrs. DeSilva 
had been crushed by rocks and 
earth. The bodies were about ten 
feet apart. 

The Richardson cabin was about 
six miles up the canyon from Fair- 
view and about four miles from 
the Southern California Edison 
Company's Intake.

The Miracle bid did not specify 
the total cost of the Job, but gave 
prices, as did the other bids, of 
the cost of grading, rock base, pav­ 
ing lighting, separately. A com­ 
pilation by City Engineer J. J. 
Jessup, however, gave the total cost 
as $64,753.25, of which $9500 was 
for boulevard lighting. 

Other low bidders were George 
W. Kemper at $71,142.80, and Wm. 
Halght at $71,197.95: The highest 
bid was submitted by 'George R. 
Curtis & Co., at $79,4'61.65. There 
were ten bidders in all. 

The specifications call for a two- 
inch rock base with Vibrolithlc ce­ 
ment paving, which engineers claln 
will be an exceptionally strong 
durable job.
